1. Claims 1-7, and 10-20, filed 03 June 2009, are pending. The Examiner 
acknowledges amended claim 1 .

2. Claims 1-7 and 10-20, renumbered as claims 1-18, are allowed in light of 
Applicant's arguments and the prior art made of record. 

Reason for Allowance 

3. The following is an Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Upon 
searching a variety of databases and arguments submitted by Applicant on 03 June 
2009, the Examiner respectfully submits that "generating a tree representation of an 
access control list an updated node of the tree representation is compared with other 
nodes of a master list of nodes and if a duplicate node is found, the copied node is 
deleted and a pointer to the duplicate node is provided to an ancestor node that points 
to the given node, a subtree pointer of the ancestor node is updated to the duplicate 
node pointer" in conjunction with all other limitations of the dependent and independent 
claims are not taught nor suggested by the prior art of record. Therefore, all pending 
claims 1-7 and 10-20 are hereby allowed.
